It costs” this 
scribe just $75 a month on an average to live, 
and he lives well. Our table is supplied bounti- 
fully with all the markets afford, and the best, 
and we have considerable company, also. To be 
sure, we pay No rent, and we have a garden, fruit 
and chickens on the thome place, but that does not 
amount to more than the difference between $75 
and $110. We travel around considerably, buy 
many books, papers and magazines, dress respect- 
ably, donate a little every mont) fo charity, and, 
ini short, have about everything that any rational 
person shcovid want, and stil) the $75 © month 
covers it all. Of course, we do Dat buy $3,000 tour- 
ing cars and travel down to Tia Juana, Mexico, 
to play the races and other gambling Jayouts, as 
young Bradshaw did. We do not buy any. $10 
bootleg booze, Nor yet chase after the elusive 
short skirt as it flits from flower to flower, or 
rather from fool sucker to another. We Never had 
a $15 silk shirt in our life, or $15 pair of low 
beer-colored shoes, either, and don’t want any, 
and have no use for anybody that does. The dif- 
ference between these two systems is that we 
have a dit laid by for old age and, we trust, the 
respect and friendship of our Neighbors and fel- 
low citizens, while Bradshaw is broke today, in 
jail and facing a penitentiary sentence.
